Washington, June 29.—After seven­ 
ty days of almost continuous debate, 
the senate concluded its discussion of 
the schedules of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill. Five minutes afterward 
the senate adjourned for the day to 
perm it the slight preparation possible 
in so short a time for the debate on 
the corporation and income tax ques­ 
tions, which will begin soon after the 
senate convenes. 
The early adjournment afforded the 
tired senators a little much needed 
/ relaxation from long hours in the 
overheated senate chamber. Many of 
them embraced the opportunity to go 
to Fort Myer for the purpose of wit­ 
nessing the airship tests and others 
attended the baseball game at Amer­ 
ican league park. 
Senator Aldrich 
was among those who went to Fort 
Myer. He has been greatly interest­ 
ed in the flights made by the Wright 
brothers and very much desired to 
see the machine in action. Those who 
went to Fort Myer were disappointed, 
however, for owing to an unfavorable 
wind no flight was attem pted by the 
Wrights. 
Mr. Aldrich told some of his friends 
th at he would take a few days off 
duty for a water trip of some kind if 
it develops that the discussion of the 
income tax is likely to be an extended 
one. In this event Senator Flint will 
take charge of the bill and Senator 
Root, who aided Attorney General 
Wickersham in drafting the corpora­ 
tion tax amendment, will take charge 
of the measure. There has been some 
discussion of postponing the income 
tax and the corporation tax amend­ 
m ents until the next regular session, 
but this suggestion has not met with 
favor. Senate leaders take the posi­ 
tion that a movement of this charac­ 
ter would embarrass President Taft. 


Tillman’s Amendment Pending. 
It is now expected that only one 
vote will intervene between the as­ 
sembling of the senate and the tak- ( 
ing up of those questions of internal 
taxation. 
Senator Tillman has pend­ 
ing an amendment providing for a 
tax of IO cents a pound on tea. and 
'it is believed that this provision will 
not lead to further debate.

ably will be shifted immediately from 
the tariff to the internal revenue and 
it is understood that the opening 
speech will be made by Senator Cum­ 
mins of Iowa in support of an income 
tax amendment a3 a part of the tarilf 
bill in contradistinction to the hVove- 
ment for a corporation tax and an in­ 
dependent resolution looking to the 
imposition of an income tax through 
the instrumentality of a constitutional 
amendment. The finance committee’s 
income tax constitutional provision 
was presented Monday and as the 
corporation tax amendment was in­ 
troduced some days ago, both are now 
before the senate in regular order.

STREETS TURNED TO RIVERS 


Heavy 8torm Sweeps Over New York 
) i i 
City.

New ’fork, June ?9.—The second of 
a series of cooling local th u n ^r- 
storms which was promised to the 
hi at-oppressed New Yorkers by the 
United States forecasters, broke with 
the violence of a cloudburst. The 
downpour and the accompanying elec­ 
trical display lasted only fifteen min­ 
utes, but In that time It was respon­ 
sible for the death of one man and 
the Injury of several persons, while 
hundreds of city streets were turned 
into rivers and cellars flooded. 
At the Polo grounds the game be­ 
tween New York and Brooklyn was 
about to be called when the storm 
broke. As the 5,000 fans rushed for 
shelter, a blinding flash struck the 
flagpole in center Held, smashing the 
upper portion of the staff into splin 
ters and tearing down the pennant 
flag which the giants won in 1905. 
When the rain ceased the diamond 
was a lake and the game was post 
poned. 
In Brooklyn John Freeman tried to 
put out a fire which had been started 
by lightning in a pile of rubbish 
around an iron telephone pole. He 
threw a pail of water on the fire and 
fell back dead, killed by the elec­ 
tricity which traveled back ta him on 
the water from the pole. In another 
section of Brooklyn a woman was 
struck by lightning and seriously in­ 
jured.

PITTSBURG ENDED 


Harts of U t Manor Result la 
Settlement ti despite. 


Pittsburg, June 29.—The street rail­ 
way strike, which has cost the city of 
Pittsburg over $200,000 in two days, 
has been officially declared to be at 
an end. In the private offices of 
Mayor William A. Magee articles were 
signed by officials of the Pittsburg 
Railways company and an executive 
committee from the Amalgamated As­ 
sociation of Street and Electric Rail­ 
way Employes which will for years to 
come prevent another tie-ui^ of the 
400 miles of street railway tracks in 
and about Greater Pittsburg and Al­ 
legheny county. The strike, it de­ 
veloped, was the outcome of but two 
points of difference between the car 
company and tho motormen and con­ 
ductors, one being the alleged neg­ 
lect upon the part of the car com­ 
pany to shorten “swing runs,” and 
the other of the refusal of these rail­ 
way officials to reinstate discharged 
men without proper hearing. 
All during the day Mayor Magee 
made vain efforts to bring the two 
factions together. 
When no amicable 
adjustment of the differences of the 
men and the car company seemed in 
sight, the mayor called a conference 
in his offices and when the warring 
factions assembled the mayor ad­ 
dressed them in plain terms and 
stated what he thought was only the 
Just deserts of the residents of Great­ 
er Pittsburg, and suggested that the 
temper of the people seemed to indi­ 
cate they would neither tolerate riot­ 
ing nor prolonged traffic disturbances. 
It was only after the mayor had made 
his sentiments extremely plain that 
the car company officials and union 
men finally agreed to settle their dif­ 
ferences. With slight modifications 
an 
agreement, allowing discharged 
men proper hearings before superin­ 
tendents and the assurance of the car 
company that the secretary will short­ 
en “swing runs” fifty per cent, was 
drawn Up and signed.

San Diego, Cal., June 29.—A China­ 
man suspected of being Leon Ling has 
been arrested at El Cajon, in this 
county. 


New York, June 29.—Inspector Mc- 
Cafferty, chief of the New York de­ 
tective bureau, gave out the first au­ 
thentic statem ent on the murder of 
Elsie Sigel that has been made by 
the police since the discovery of the 
girl’s body on June 18 in a trunk in 
the bedroom of Leon Ling, an Ameri­ 
canized Chinaman in Eighth avenue. 
“We shall catch the murderer,” the 
inspector said. 
“ Delay does not alter 
that,

us. The 
whole country is one vast rat trap 
with every exit guarded. 
“The girl was killed between IO 
o’clock in the morning and noon of 
June 4 and we believe Leon Ling is 
the man who did it, with Chung Sing, 
his intimate, as a possible accomplice.

From his room 
in Eighth avenue, Leon Ling went 
straight to Washington and there sent 
the ‘don’t worry’ telegram 
signed 
‘Elsie,’ received on the night of the 
murder by the Sigel family. From 
Washington he returned to New York 
and somewhere about midnight of 
June 9 took the body in a trunk to 
Newark, arriving there about 2 a. rn. 
on June IOC We don’t know how he~ 
took it. The leg of the Jounrey has 
not been accounted for.

“Unable to dispose of his trunk, 
I .eon returned to New York with the 
body, on the afternoon of .Tune IO and 
left it in his room.

Oswald N. Jacoby, summing up foi 
Brandenburg, referred at considerable 
length to the fact that F. S. Hastings, 
executor of the 
Cleveland 
estate, 
though called before the grand jury, 
was not called as a witness by the 
A strict attorney. He declared thai 
there had been powerful interests at 
work to attack the authenticity ot 
the article and said that former Sec­ 
retary John G. Carlisle and President 
Finley of the City college “had made 
up their minds to discredit the article 
if possible,” and that “the only way 
open to them was to attack the only 
living man who really knows whether 
Mr. Cleveland WTote it or not.” 
He called attention to the testimony 
of the Times editors that they had 
not relied on Brandenburg’s state­ 
ments and that Brandenburg, there 
fore, could not be convicted.

Numerous Gases of Prostration 
Also Recorded. 


Storm in North Dakota. 
Grand Forks, N. D., June 29.—North­ 
eastern North Dakota was visited by 
another disastrous storm, which be­ 
tween Leeds and Brinsmade, in Ben­ 
son county, became a veritable torna­ 
do. All wires are down and how great 
the damage is in that locality cannot 
be learned.

PERIL IN MISSION’S SYSTEM. 


Elsie Sigel Tragedy Attributed to Prac­ 
tice of Our Girls Teaching Chinese. 
Declaring that the system of mis­ 
sions in New York's Chinatown In 
having American girls teach Chinese 
men is directly responsible for the 
death of Elsie Sigel, granddaughter of 
General Franz Sigel, whose body was 
recently found in the room of William 
Leon, Miss Helen F. Clark, director of 
the Helen F. Clark mission In New 
York, one of the leading missionaries 
in the metropolis, denounced the plan 
as a source of moral corruption both 
to the Chinese and to many of the 
young women who teach them. 
Miss 
Clark has an intimate knowledge of 
conditions among the Chinese. 
“Imagine our Young Women’s Chris­ 
tian association fitted out with a corps 
of young and, for the most part, at­ 
tractive girls as teachers." said she. 
“with a teacher to each pupil, for the 
purpose of teaching some special sub­ 
ject lik«>English. Imagine a daily and 
intimate association such as that sys­ 
tem would lead to going on for month 
after month and even year after year 
and Imagine the reputation the asso­ 
ciation would have in a short time 
under those conditions. 
The case In 
our Chinese missions, with their large 
majority of women teachers, is sim­ 
ilar, except that it is rendered Infinite­ 
ly worse and more dangerous on ac­ 
count of the traditional ideas, a hun­ 
dred generations old, held by the Chi­ 
nese regarding women. 
“In China any social intercourse be­ 
tween tho sexes is a thing unheard of. 
Take a young Chinese and suddenly 
throw him into daily and intimate con­ 
tact with an attractive American girl 
and consider the effect, as I have done 
to my sorrow for many years. 
The 
Chinese reverence learning, and in 
point of education most of them are 
mere children beside our girls. 
As 
soon as the first shock of being allowed 
to so much as speak to a woman is 
over they awaken to another concep­ 
tion of women, and they almost fall 
down and worship those girls as su­ 
perior beings. 
There follows the ap­

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


Proceedings of the County Commis­ 
sioners, Special Ditch Meeting 
Held June 26, 1909 
Pursuant to notice the board met at 
the auditor’s office on Saturday. June 
26, 1909, to consider engineer’s and 
viewers’ reports on Ditch 
No. 14. 
Meeting called to order at 2 o’clock p. 
rn. with all members present, 
Before taking up the ditch matter 
the plat of the First Addition to Deer- 
wbod was presented to the board for 
approval. This in accordance with no­ 
tice which had been mailed out to each 
commissioner. The plat appearing to 
be in proper form and certified to by 
Louis Knudson, deputy county surveyor, 
a motion was made and duly carried 
approving the plat and it was ordered 
that same be filed with the register of 
deeds. 
The purpose of the ditch hearing was 
to correct the results of a defective 
notice which had been given when the 
hearing upon the engineer’s and view­ 
ers’ reports had been called on October 
2, 1907. 
The chairman asked those having ob­ 
jections to the ditch to state their 
grievances. Wm. H. Herman, J. W. 
Porter, Wm. Milligan and Peter P. 
Anderson still objected to the ditch. 
W. A. Fleming, county attorney, 
read the decision of the court in the 
case of Peter B. Anderson vs. Hack­ 
man & Wahl as handed down by Judge 
McClenahan, holding that the notice 
given for the hearing on October 2, re­ 
ferred to above was insufficient, and 
calling attention to the petition as 
originally filed as being obscure. 
Mr. 
Fleming said that three courses were 
open to the board at this time; they 
might disallow the petition, thus giving 
the petitioners a chance to file a new 
one; or they might grant it on the 
original figures as submitted by the en­ 
gineer and viewers; or they might re­ 
submit the matter to the engineer and 
viewers to bring in an amended report, 
as was done at the hearing of October 
2, 1907. 
He also cautioned them in re­ 
gard to some of the weak spots in case 
the proceedings were continued under 
the original petition.

Views of a Tax-Payer 


E d it o r D a il y D is p a t c h . 
As a citizen a id a pretty heavy tax 
payer of the city for more thin 
20 
years, I have read with interest the 
discuss’.on in regard to the publication 
of the clerk’s report of the proceedings 
of the city council. 
And as a citizen 
and a tax payer I protest against the 
proposition before the council to de­ 
prive their constituents of the privi­ 
lege of reading the official minutes of 
their meetings. 
I understand that every council since 
the incorporation of the city has here­ 
tofore obeyed the law in this regard 
and respected the wishes of the people. 
The council is expected to assist in 
enforcing the laws, not to violate them, 
and the people generally are convinced 
and our best legal talent are united in 
the opinion that the city charter re­ 
quires the publication cf council pro­ 
ceedings. And it is a “ home rule 
charter,” too. 
But even if it did not, has not the 
council already contracted for their 
publication for the next two years? 
As is well known, a mere verbal con­ 
tract is binding, but in this instance it 
appears that after advertising for bids 
the lowest bid received (which I under­ 
stand was less than one-half the rate 
established by law) was accepted by 
unanimous vote of council and the pro­ 
ceedings were ordered published by the 
same vote. This is of course a matter 
of record. Isn’t this contract binding? 
The proceedings have been published 
by the city clerk as ordered by the 
council for nearly two months under 
this contract. 
Is it legal, is it right, 
for the council to now seek to annul a 
part of this contract without cause? 
Can they do it? It is not giving the 
newspaper a “ square deal,” at least. 
And whether the law really requires 
the publication or not, as the council 
spends the public’s money, and trans­ 
acts business of a public nature, of in­ 
terest to every citizen and tax-payer in 
the city, the proceedings should be pub- j 
lished so that the public in general may I 
be properly and correctly informed of j 
the proceedings and the receipts and j 
disbursements of their money. I have ; 
heard many people discussing this mat- j 
ter, and this was the sentiment empha- j 
tically expressed by all. I believe the j 
people are practically unanimous upon j 
this. 
Surely the members of council, who 
are merely servants of the people, can 
can have no desire to keep from the 
public prints the official record of their 
proceedings. 
As you aptly remark in your editori­ 
al, this matter should 
have 
been 
brought up and disposed of before ad­ 
vertising for bids—at all event before 
the contract was let.

None of the four dissent­ 
ing jurors would say that any other 
person than Eastman was responsible 
for the girl's death. 
They gierely 
wished to protest, they said, against 
the manner In widely tjfce inquiry v 
conducted, declaring' th at hTuch av 
j able evidence was not adduced. 
The letter left by Eastm an for his 
wife in which he declared that Mrs. 
Woodill had been killed by a woman 
In a jealous frenzy was not read to 
the jury. The officials seemed to take 
it for granted that all of the evidence 
unearthed since the finding of the 
body was well known to the residents 
of the community and that it was 
unnecessary that it should again be 
rehearsed. There was just a bit of 
petty politics mixed up lit the verdict 
too, for some of the members of the 
Jury have been bitter political ene­ 
mies in Talbot county affairs.

FIRST CHOICE FOR INDIANS. 


United States Government W ill Open 
Coeur d'AlenSf Flathead and Spokane 
Lands and Award T h rss Thousand 
8even Hundred and Fifty Homestead* 
by Lot— Flood of Applications. 


Uncle Sam is about to kill two tre­ 
mendous birds by using a stone of 
record breaking size. 
The latter part 
of this summer be will break up the 
tribal relations of nearly 4,000 Indians 
In Montana, Idaho and Washington, 
place them all on farms and give to 
American settlers something like GOO,- 
OOO acres of the Indian lands in those 
states. These farms of ICO acres each 
will be awarded to lucky immigrants 
by the lottery system, which has placed 
so many thousands upon homesteads 
of their own. 
For many generations the United 
States government has been feeding 
and clothing the Indians. 
The effect 
upon the Indian himself has been pro 
flounced, as might have been expected 
—he will not work for what he has 
received free for so many years. 
Sc 
the government has decided to appor­ 
tion the lands now beld by the tribes 
in common among the various individ­ 
uals and families and perm it the red 
men to learn something of the hon­ 
esty of labor. 
The Indian^ to be affected in this In­ 
stance are 637 Coeur d’Alenes in Idaho, 
2,370 Flatheads in Montana and nearly 
700 Spokanes in Washington. 
Regis­ 
tration will begin July 15 and will end 
Aug. 5. The drawing will begin Aug. 0. 
The swarm of people to the north­ 
west to try their luck doubtless will be 
enormous. 
About 3,750 farms will be 
opened for settlement. 
For a month 
or more the land office has been receiv­ 
ing an average of from 800 to 1,000 
letters a day from people all over the 
United States, prospective settlers in­ 
quiring as to the conditions governing 
the lottery. Only 3,000 or 4,000 people 
can hope to receive the prizes. 
Before xvhite men are permitted to 
settle upon a single acre the Indians 
themselves are to be given first choice 
of the lands for farms. On the Coeur 
d’Alene reservation the 637 Indians 
have been alloted 102,000 out of a total 
of 310,000 acres. 
So each Indian will 
also receive IGO acres, including men, 
women and children, giving Indian 
families much larger farms than the 
white settlers will receive. 
The Flathead Indians have been al­ 
loted 222,000 acres out of a total of 
1,200,000 acres, xvhile the Spokane In­ 
dians have been alloted 66,280 acres. 
Some timber land on the Coeur d’Alene 
reservation will be opened for regis­ 
tration, but timber lands will not be 
opened on the other reservations. 
The white settlers will have to pay 
the Indians within five years for all 
the lands taken up for settlement at 
from $1.25 to $7 per acre. This mon­ 
ey, paid to the government in annual 
Installments, will be deposited in the 
United States treasury to the credit 
of the Indians, and they will receive 
Individually each year the interest on 
their funds.
